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REMARKS 

Applicants have canceled claims 25-49 and added new claims 50-62 to better define 
Applicants' invention directed to a delivery system comprising a foaro exterior and a composition 
enclosed by the foam exterior: the composition comprises certain active ingredients. Support for 
these amendments are fOimd in the Specification and the original and previously presented claims. 

No new matter has been added by the amendments. Entry is believed to be proper and 
respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 50-62 are pending. No additional claim fi« is due. 



CLAIM KE.1ECTIONS 



aaimReiectio n under 33 USC S112. second parazraph 

Claims 25-28, 32, 33 and 35-38 are rejected under 35 USC 1 1 2, second paragraph as being indefinii 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as th 
invention. Particularly, "coating as claimed is indefinite and misdesciiptive. 

Applicants point out that Claims 25-49 have been canceled, thu» tbc i«jccti0n is mot. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested, 



Claim Rejecaon tinder 35 USC 8102 

Qaims 25-28, 32-35, 38-43. 45 and 4849 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
antidpiited by US 5,958,589 to Glenn et al. (hereinafter "CHenn"). The Examiner states that (Henn 
teaches a process for encapsulating substances, such as pharmaceuticals and fragrances, using a 
fbamed staieh product, which Is formed by incieaslng the piessuie and temperature of a starch 
dispeision, followed by idease of the ptessuie evaporailng the liquid to form a cellular structuie. The 
product may be in the form of sidieres. 

Fust, Applicants point out that Clahns 25-49 have been canceled, thus the rejection is moot 

Withdrawal of the rejection is respectftiUy n^uested. 

Second, Applicants submit diat Glenn does not disclose a delivery system comprising a foam 
exterior wtiich encloses a composition comprising certain active ingredients in Ap|dic«nts' invention. 
Therefore, Glenn does not anticipate the piesent invention. 

Claim Rejection untjei; 35 ySC 8103 oyer_Caan_ 

Qaims 25-28. 32-35, 38-43, 45 and 48-49 are lejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Glenn because fabric care composidon, fabric conditioning compositioa or 
cleaning compositioii does not exclude the composition disclosed in Olenn, nor is ttiere evidence that

fragrance composition is exclude from those claimed compositions. The Examiner further states that 
Olenn teaches liquid or solid substances may be encapsulated. 

First, Applicants point out that Claims 25^9 have been canceled, thus the rejection is moot. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requeiited. 

Second, Applicants submit that there is teaching or suggestion in Glenn of a delivery system 
comprising a foam exterior for enclosing and delivering Applicants" acdve Ingredients. Tberefoce, 
Qenn does not render the presently claimed invention obvious. 

Applicants lespectfnlly request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection. 

Claim Rejection under 35 USC 8103 over Glenn In view of OB ing«01 

Claims 36 «nd 37 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Glenn in 
view of GB 1084301 (heteinafter "GB '301 patent"). The Examiner states that Glemi applies as 
above and GB reference teacbes the addition of glycerol to formed stareh coating to plasdcize the 
pioducl. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the ait to add a plasticizer such 
as glycerol to the compositioa of Glenn because CB *301 tsocbes plasticizing staich foans. 

Fitst. Applicants point out fliat Qalnis 36 and 37 have been canceled, thus the lejecdon is moot. 

Withdrawal of die rejection is respectfully reipiested. 

Applicants fuitfaer submit that claims 36 and 57, which are based on the canceled claims 36 
and 37, are patentable over Glenn and OB '301 because the cited references do not teach or suggest a 
deUvery system comprising a foam exterior for enclosing and delivering Applicants' acdve 
ingredients in Applicants' invention. Therefore, the combined refoences do not render the ptcsendy 




CONCLtSION 

Applicant believes the piesent amendment is Ailly responsive and places Claiins 50.62 in 
condition for allowance.
